lst. Obverse and reverse of the Granby or Higley tokens, supposed to have been made by 
John Higley of Granby, Connecticut, and issued in 1737-38-39. 


2nd. Obverse and reverse of New England Shilling. 
Third: Obverse of Washington cent, issued in 1783 end of [xxxach] origin. 


Fourth: Obverse of copper coins known as the Nova Constellatio pieces, made in 
Birmingham, England, in 1783 for circulation in America. 


Fifth: Obverse and reverse of the Fugio cent, the earliest coin issued by authority of the 
United States under direction of the Board of the Treasury in 1787 and is generally 
known as the ring cent.
